If our esteemed printer does not do me 
dirt, there should be a Harold Broughton 
letter in this issue. Harold ends his letter 
with a declaration that he is thoroughly 
convinced that .25 caliber is a subject that 
intrigues him to such a degree that he is 
isolating all his future experimenting to 
just that one caliber. From past experi- 
ences with the gentleman, | not only know 
that he is a gifted experimenter and gun- 
smith .... he also is as stubborn as the 
proverbial hog on ice, and when he gets 
anideainhis head. ...hedoesn’t discard 
it the next day or week. The editor was 
pondering all this in the editorial office of 
Precision Shooting (my den, if the truth 
were known) when Walt Berger called. | 
forget what he wanted at the time.... 
maybe he had not received his November 
issue (Stella likes to take Mr. Berger off 
the mailing list from time to time .... if 
only to keep him on his toes)... . maybe 
some of the NBRSA world wanted to 
hang the editor (again). Probably not the 
latter, though. Walt has got a stock reply 
to “hang the editor” phone calls now. He 
just tells 'em that Precision Shooting is a 
completely separate corporation, and if 
they want to hang the editor, go ahead 
and do it, and stop talking about it... . 
editors are relatively easy tofind....they 
found this one in the Daily Double line at 
Belmont Park. : 

Well, anyway, when Walt had stopped 
hootin’ and hollerin’ (Borden is always 
yelling also .... must be a characteristic 
of Association Presidents), | thought | 
might run this Broughton idea by him.

but he is). Dammit, how come you're not 
turning out a match grade .25 caliber bul- 
let? Huh? Broughton would have been 
proudofme....I mean, I really lit into the 
fellow. Put him right back on his heels Har- 
old could have done no better. Such is the 
wonder of telephones. Harold outweighs 
me by about a hundred and fifty pounds, 
and he could have done it better in person, 
| do suspect. 

There was a pause from Walt ....a 
real long pause. Even forgot what he had 
been shouting about. (Good). Then Walt 
began. “That’s interesting. In your bum- 
bling, infantile, disorganized fashion.... 
you have just managed to stumble into 
the area that | have been busting my pos- 
terior on over the last several months. | 
share the same thought that has been 
running through Harold Broughton’s 
mind .... we're shooting 65-69 grain 6 
MM bullets these days, because we be- 
lieve that they buck the wind better than 
the 52-53 grain .224 bullets. But how 
about a 80-85 grain .257 bullet .... if it 
could be made to match quality specifica- 
tions? Intriguing possibility, that. So | 
went to J4 Jackets, who are the jacket 
source for my bullet making. And | told 
them about My Dream... . match quality, 
.25 caliber bullets. | told them in ringing 
tones, | rent my garments, | cried, | 
sobbed, | carried on... .it was one of the 
greatest speeches | ever made .... and 
at the end when | looked around... . they 
were all asleep. | finally woke up a couple 
of them, and when | asked why the lack of 
interest, they said .... “look, Walt.... 
we'll make anything that there’s a de- 
mand for. And, until you come in here 
today... .there’s been no mention of .25 
caliber. Walt, we love ya, but this .25 cali- 
ber idea of your is as nutty as some of the 
ideas that this guy Brennan, out in Con- 
necticut, come up with.” Then they all 
went back to sleep. 

Walt once again woke up a few of them. 
And continued to plead his case. People 
that are woken up suddenly tend to be 
grouchy. Finally they said, “look, Walt, if 
you really believe this .... there are five 
or six authorized J4 distributors in the 
country. Get them together, and if they 
agree that they want .25 caliber J4 jack- 


ets .... put up $2700. That’s the cost of 
the tooling. We'll then turn out your 
screwy idea .25 caliber jackets.” Then 
they went back to sleep. 

Walt went back to Phoenix, to ponder 
all this in his heart. (Biblical phrase; | admit 
it). Jackets were half the battle. Next we 
have to have match grade bullet making 
dies. There are maybe a couple of makers 
of top level bullet making dies in this coun- 
try still active. | mean, die makers that 
know a quality die from sheep doo. (Like 
that analogy? | heard it at Dunham's Bay). 
Walt called up one of them, and told him 
about His Dream. The guy is back- 
ordered over a year with .224, .243, and 
.308 dies. The fellow told Walt to go 
away. That leaves just about one-die 
maker left, and Walt is trying to find a day 
when he feels eloquent before he calls the 
gentleman. 

Okay, men let’s review the status of the 
matter. Barrels, we've got. Jackets, we 
can get....with alittle coin of the realm. 
That leaves the question of where are we 
going to get Walt Berger some match- 
quality bullet making dies. By fair means 
....Orfoul....I’'mnot particular neither 
should you be. Blackmail is not at all out of 
the question .... but we would need 
good, clear photos showing the bullet die 
maker doing something or other that 
there are laws against. Driving over the 
speed limit lacks the necessary pizazz. 
Mere intoxication is too commonplace. 
What we're looking for is, forinstance, the 
gentleman robbing the Church poor-box. 
Or stealing the Nativity scene. Or chang- 
ing George Kelbly’s powder measure set- 
ting, at a match. Once we have the pho- 
tos, the entire project falls nicely into 
place. If the fellow still refuses to cooper- 
ate, be prepared for a surprise with the 
March cover. One hates to abuse the 
power of the press. Only in a good cause, 
certainly. 

We'll drive the new, .257 bore size bul- 
lets with one of the two new, upcoming 
Palmisano cases; either the inch and 
three quarters, or the two inch version. TJ 
Jackson will undoubtably want to use the 
BR case. Some will want to try the pro- 
posed Federal .30-30 cases, with small 
primers. 

Men, the time has come to bear downa 
tad. We need a set of .25 caliber bullet 
making dies for Walt Berger. Do not send 
money (although money is always a gift 
that never gets out of fashion). Think 
mean. Think about the injustice we daily 
have to live with ....no .257 match bul- 
lets to play with. Yes indeed, think mean. 
As Hitler said, in 1943... . “no more nice 
guy Adolph”. Surely you have an embar- 
rassing photo of a bullet die maker some 
where around the house. Please look.

HUNTER RIFLE TWISTS 


Hunter rifle shooters generally shoot 
the 6mm minimum capacity case (45.5 
grains) or standard .308 Winchester with 
1-14 twist barrels. It is commonly accept- 
ed that the slower twist barrels give better 
accuracy. The 6mms are therefore limited 
to custom 70 grain bullets at approxi- 
mately 3200 fps to 3300 fps and the 308s 
to 168 grain bullets at approximately 
2500 fps for best accuracy in these 1-14 
twist barrels. 

The above statement is borne out in 
two articles on rifle twists. The first article 
appeared in ‘‘Speer Manual for Reloading 
Ammunition, No. 6’(out of print) by Dr. 
Edgar L. Eichhorn of Burroughs Corpora- 
tion on page 71, titled ‘‘Optimum Twists 
for High-Powered Rifles,’’ hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the ‘‘Eichhorn Twist Table’. 
The second article appeared in the ‘‘Rifle 
Magazine” |Issue No. 25, January- 
February 1973 by Les Bowman at page 
12, ‘‘Let’s Get Technical,’’ with an ‘‘Opti- 
mum Rifling Twist Table’ on the next 
page referred to as the ‘Rifle Twist 
Table.’’ The Eichhorn Twists are for flat 
based bullets but a close comparison is 
found with boat-tail bullets. Both charts 
show that the optimum velocity for the 
308 168gr bullet is a 1-14 twist barrel at 
approximately 2400 fps. Competition and 
experience has shown that optimum ac- 
curacy is at a slightly higher velocity but 
still within the range of this twist. | have 
found out the hard way that regardless of 
what capacity case you use in .308 caliber 
you must attain a velocity of approxi- 
mately 2500 fps with the 168g bullet in a 
1-14 twist barrel in order to get optimum 
accuracy. 

It is simply amazing that the .308 Win- 
chester is as accurate as it is in a light 
hunter rifle. Although the 1985 Hunter Na- 
tionals was won with a 6mm the next 
eight places were won by either a 308 
Winchester or a variation or close relative 
in that caliber. 

Much of this success | attribute to a per- 
fect bullet (the Sierra 308 168g target bul- 
let) matched with the right twist (1-14) at 
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now joins the popular Volumes | & Il to help guide 


you on bedding, accurizing, case preparation, neck 
turning, rifle preparation, scoping, loading and 
shooting techniques for rifle accuracy. Volume Ill 
is $6.95 1st class. Volume | is $5.95 1st class, 
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approximately 2500 fps. | have seen 
some shooters go to the 7-08 and try to 
get them to shoot. The 7mm Sierra 150 
grain boat-tail bullet is often usedina 1-10 
twist barrel at about 2500 fps. Both twist 
tables show that this is the right combina- 
tion but the faster twist barrel does not 
seem to give optimum accuracy. | applied 
the 7mm Sierra 120 grain flat based bullet 
in a 1-14 twist barrel to these twist tables 
but the optimum velocity would theoreti- 
cally be at about 2700 fps. The recoil 
would be considerably less but wind drift 
would be much more than with the .308 
loads. 

| feel that we need more experimenta- 
tion in the 7mm with different weight bul- 
lets in slower twist barrels at varying ve- 
locity levels before it will become 
competitive in hunter rifle competition. 

The current fad in hunter rifle competi- 
tion is to use the minimum capacity case 
in .308 for hunter rifle competition, as a 
308X1.75, 30X44, etc. However, if you 
are going to use the 168 grain bullet you 
must get the velocity up to the 2500 fps 
level with this bullet in a 1-14 twist barrel 
or it will not shoot. If you do shoot it at this 
level the excessive pressure will soon 
cause problems with sticking cases and 
resulting loss of accuracy. 

The recoil is almost as much as the 
standard .308. If you insist on using this 
short case then you should use lighter 
bullets. You should also use a custom 
reamer with a tight back end and form 
your cases from .22-250, 250 Savage or 
300 Savage brass which has a thinner 
case wall thickness and smaller back end. 
Most .308 and .30-06 brass is too thick. 
When you push the shoulder back you will 
have an excessively thick shoulder which 
will soon be giving you problems as oc- 
curred with the 6BR. 

Most shooters using the short case use 
the lighter bullets of 110 grains to 130 
grains. Speedy Gonzales and Cauterucio 
(GTB bullets) make excellent short bullets 
in .308. | applied this to the Rifle Twist 
Table and found that the optimum twist 
for the 110 grain bullet at 3100 fps is a 
1-20 twist and the 125 or 130 grain bullets 
at 2800 fps is a 1-16 twist. The Eichhorn 
Twist Table indicates 1-21 and 1-17, 
respectively. 

At the 1985 Hunter Nationals it was 
called to my attention by both the scorer 
and target crew that bullets from acertain 
competitor were ‘'key-holing’’. | checked 
the card listing his equipment and loads 
and found that he was shooting these 110 
grain bullets in a short 308 case with a 
1-14 twist barrel. 

From this | can only surmise that based 
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upon the above twist tables and the insta- 
bility of the 110 grain bullet that the hunter 
rifle competitor would be better off shoot- 
ing the 125 or 130 grain bullets at about 
2800 fps in a 1-16 twist barrel. However, 
are we willing to have less recoil but more 
bullet drift as the Sierra Wind Drift charts 
show a marked advantage of the 168 
grain bullet at 2500 fps over the 125 grain 
bullet at 2800 fps and it is no contest with 
the 110 grain bullet at 3100 fps? 

Many of the top competitors in hunter 
rifle competition will not use the minimum 
capacity .308 cases with lighter bullets as 
they feel that the Sierra 168 grain Interna- 
tional boat-tail bullet is the best bullet 
available in .308 caliber. Also these Sierra 
bullets can still be purchased from dis- 
count sources at approximately $10.00 a 
box as opposed to a price tag of $15.00 
to$18.00 a box for custom .308 bullets. 

Most .308 shooters use approximately 
41 grains of Hodgdon 4895 powder in 
order to reach the 2500 fps velocity level 
with these 168 grain bullets. However, 
this leaves empty space in the case. Many 
shooters are going to approximately 46 
grains of DuPont 4350 or 47 grains of 
Hodgdon 380 in order to get a higher load- 
ing density in the .308 Winchester. A par- 
tial solution to this problem is to go toa 
slightly reduced capacity case which is 
better designed with a_ sharper 
shoulder. 

Larry Smart of Union, Missouri (the 
1984 Hunter Rifle Champion) has de- 
signed just such a case. i.e., the 30 HBR 
Smart. A .308 Winchester case is placed 
in the forming die and the shoulder push- 
ed back and then fireformed to a 30 de- 
gree shoulder. The length of the case re- 
mains the same but it has a longer neck. It 
has two grains less capacity than the 
standard 308. The four shooters using it 
at the 1985 Hunter Nationals placed 2nd, 
3rd, 4th and 8th. It seems to shoot best 
with about 38 to 39 grains of Hodgdon 
4895 with the 168g bullet. 
| personally feel that the Sierra 168 grain 
bullet is as good or better than any cus- 
tom bullet made in whatever size or cali- 
ber. When the military switched from their 
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172 grain boat-tail bullet to the Sierra 168 
grain bullet accuracy increased 
tremendously. 

| have a comparator or indicator mi- 
crometer with a plunger which is used in 
industry to check numerous machined 
parts. | use it as a bullet spinner and| have 
found that very seldom will these Sierra 
168g bullets spin out more than 0.0002 
and often the good lots will spin out 
0.0001 or less. However, as much as | 
have bragged on these bullets, | am 
amazed that they shoot as well as they do 
considering how they are made and 
assembled. 

In 1983 | purchased 5000 of these bul- 
lets in one lot (Lot No. 110916). | knew 
that the ogive to base length of these bul- 
lets in different lots were different. | in- 
stalled my Davidson ogive checker on my 
vernier caliper and started measuring bul- 
lets in this lot. |soon found that | had three 
different lengths in the same lot. 

The short lot, which made up about 
45% of the bullets, was 0.025 shorter 
than the long lot (about 35% of the total). 
The middle lot was approximately 0.010 
shorter than the long lot. | used the middle 
lot for fireforming and used the short lot in 
competition. They gave me excellent ac- 
curacy. When | ran out of the short lot, | 
went to the long lot. The accuracy with 
this lot did not seem to be as good as the 
short lot. 

One day | picked up my indicator mike 
and began to check these bullets. The few 
bullets | had left of the short lot are some 
of the best that | have ever checked. Not 
only did they spin out less than 0.0001 but 
there was also no variations in diameter 
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hunting or shooting 
competitively, tighter 
groups are the name of 
the game. All the Pro's will 
tell you that the quickest way to 
tighten your groups Is with a 
cleaner bore. And that's 
where GOLD MEDALLION™ 
comes in. NON-TOXIC, safe 
and effective for any bore, 
GOLD MEDAL- 
LION lifts out all 
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between each bullet in this short lot. 

This was also true of the middle lot. 
However, | got quite a surprise when | 
checked out my long lot. Each bulletin this 
long lot spun out not more than 0.0002 
but the reading between other bullets in 
this lot was often 0.0004. | soon realized 
that | had two lots within the long lot. Al- 
most half measured at 0.3083-0.3085 
and the other half measured 
0.3085-.3087. 

| do not know if this affects accuracy 
but | feel that | had four different lots of 
bullets made in four different dies in the 
same ‘‘so called’ designated lot of bul- 
lets. | also loaded bullets from these four 
lots in an empty case and checked the 
loaded case with my Davidson ogive 
checker. Again | was surprised to note 
that there was little difference in the 
length (about 0.002). Even though there is 
a marked difference in the length of the 
ogive to base of the different lots, it does 
not seem to affect the seating depth. The 
different dies are probably close to the 
same as far as the configuration of the 
ogive. 

Considering the excellent accuracy of 
these Sierra bullets, | may be nitpicking, 
but | have noted that custom bullets do 
not have this variation. | strongly recom- 
mend that 308 shooters check their Sierra 
168 grain bullets for these variations. 

In summary | feel that the standard (or 
near standard) 308 Winchester with the 
Sierra 168 grain bullet at about 2500 fps 
in a 1-14 twist barrel is the best combina- 
tion if you intend to use a .308 in hunter 
rifle competition.

Dave, 

| am sure you have received a lot of 
comments on the barrel twist for the 
heavy 22 Cal bullets, case wall thickness, 
and head spacing of rimmed cases. For 
whatis worth (maybe 2 cents), | would like 
to add mine. 

First, |am 100% in agreement with T.J. 
Jackson that a 14 or even 15 twist will sta- 
bilize the 65-70 gn bullets now available. | 
have barreled up many 220 swifts and 22- 
250 for varmint hunters who used 63 gn 
Sierria bullets. | for many years shot a 220 
with 63 gn bullets and had Sisk of lowa 
Park, TX, make me some 65 gn bullets. 
Both shot well with no signs of tipping. 
One thing has to be remembered, you 
have to have a velocity close to 3500 
f.p.s. This velocity leaves out the 222's 
and PPC since case capacity will not give 
these velocities. 

Next, | also agree with T.J. that perfect 
necks are the key to zero type groups. 
Fact, at amatch many years ago (prior to 
all neck turning - tight necks, etc.), the late 
Apache Jack Williams came to a match 
and forgot his cases or something of that 
nature. The day prior to the match, alot of 
us were shooting, selecting cases, throw- 
ing away the bad ones. Jack picked up our 
discards. Guess who was the big winner 
next day - ‘nuf said. 

Head spacing on the rim of rimmed 
cases - lots of smoke, but just from fan- 
ning a fire that has been smoldering for 
many years. | have amodel 54 Winchester 
in Cal 30/30 that is head spaced on the rim 
almost the same as published drawing in 
P.S. Exception is that it has about .040 
cut for claw type extractor, but full rim 
contact .042+ versus the .021 for the one 
shown. Maybe some are too young to re- 
member. My model 54 was built in 1928 
(so stamped by Winchester). So nothing 
really new, though | have not fitted a 
30/30 barrel to a model 54 in 25-30 years. 

One last comment on the 30/30 brass 
with the small primer. Wish we would 
have gone for the 225 Winchester case to 
save work of altering bolt faces, or turning 
rims, and cutting extractor groves.

Dear Mr. Martin, 

Your letters and articles in P.S. are 
great. By all means, please keep on writ- 
ing for them! Unfortunately, your articles 
have given rise to a lot of questions in my 
mind, and | have finally decided to sit 
down, take pen in hand, and see if you will 
be kind enough to reply to my 
questions. 

Q.) Can you give me the specs for your 
30-30 reamer, please. I’ve been experi- 
menting with a .30 Herret reamer, but | be- 
lieve that the neck and throat are too gen- 
erous for target work. 

A.) My .30-30 reamer came through 
George Fullmer, who is in possession of 
it, and who has all the specs. 

Q.) when you cut the 30-30 x 1.5 chamber, 
how do you cut the recess for the rim? 
Perhaps with a separate cutting tool, ina 
separate operation, on the lathe? 

A.) | leave the gunsmithing details to 
George Fullmer; | pay him to know stuff 
such as this. 

Q.) Which NEI flat base mold do you use? 
A.) For 200 yards | use the NEI 169 .308 
plain base bullet, which casts approxi- 
mately 190 grains. For 100 and 200 yard 
shooting, | use the NEI 182 .308 plain 
base target bullet. 

Q.) What do you do with the Ruger #1 
trigger, and slow lock time? | do my own 
gunsmithing, but must confess an unfa- 
miliarity with fine tuning the Ruger #1. 
A.) | personally like the Ruger trigger, and 
can stone and adjust it to a very reliable 
one pound let-off. Regarding the so- 
called slow lock time, | take exception to 
popular opinion (Editor: This is called an 
unpopular opinion... .the editor also has 
been known to have unpopular opinions). 
One of the finest off-hand rifles that | 
know of is the old M1 .30-06 match rifle 
.... and! don’t know of a rifle in captivity 
which has a slower lock time. Few big 
bore match shooters will disagree. So 
why the big deal about lock time’? From 
the bench you don’t have a moving target, 
such as you find yourself faced with in the 
offhand position .... so what does lock 
time matter? (Editor: yep, that should be 
an unpopular opinion all right.) 

Q.) Who sells the Miller-DeHaas action? Is 
it that much better than the Ruger? 

A.) The action is made by C-D Miller Guns, 
St. Onge, South Dakota 57779, phone 
(605) 578-1790. Yes, | think it is the best. 
It is expensive, in the $750.00 range. You 
get what you pay forinlife. . . . well, inrifle 
actions, anyway. 

Q.) What should I look for in a rifle action? 
A.) If you want to evaluate a rifle action, 


just dry fire it from the bench with a 24x or 
36x scope on top, and observe the cross- 
hairs jump! Pick the rifle and action that 
has the least jump. 

Q.) You relate that you had no leading at 
1950 f.p.s. with a flat base bullet? Were 
the bullets treated any differently than 
those described in your first article in 
P.S.? 

A.) The only difference in the bullets used 
for the 1950 f.p.s. test was a higher hard- 
ness; about BHN 27. 

Q.) How do you determine what size to 
size your bullets to? 

A.) Bullet size doesn’t seem to be too criti- 
cal when using wads behind them to obtu- 
rate or gas seal. Size of the nose sections 
is critical where it must ride on the lands, 
and here the diameter must be from .001 
to .003 over bore diameter. | have been 
sizing the base from .001 to .002 over 
groove diameter, or .3095” average. Far 
more important is the squareness of the 
base, and trueness of the sized bullet. 
You MUST push the bullet nose first 
through the sizing die, which also helps 
square up the base, from the pressure on 
the edges. Then, after hardening, or “as 
cast”, push base first into the die just far 
enough for lubing the bottom groove. 
There is no way .... repeat, no way.... 
that you will have a true bullet sizing it 
base first into the lube die. | have spent 30 
years of wasted time trying to size bullets 
in this fashion! 

Q.) | am now set for life with bullet lube; 
have 77 pounds of Tarax 250, and just 
like you said, it works just great. 
A.)I'llhave Dave Brennan print your name 
and address, in case a few readers want 
to try and buy a sample amount from you. 
(Al Zimmermann, RR 4, Box 666, South 
Boston, Virginia 24592). 

(Editor: | have never seen so much that is 
so revolutionary .... in such a short 
space, before. You're just a born rebel, 
Martin).

Hi Dave, 

Here is a report on the small primer 
30-30 cases from Federal that were sent 
to me for testing. 

They have been shot in both the 30 
Aardvark with Speedy’s 110 grain bullets, 
and the 240 Coyote #2. 

Believe me they are an improvement in 
both cartridges, but a little more so in the 
smaller caliber. In good early morning 
conditions here both cartridges will shoot 
groups in the 1's. In the 240 Coyote there 
are now very few shots out that can’t be 
explained, which | feel sure is due to more 
uniform ignition. 

| did not check the cases for wall uni- 
formity because | personally believe that a 
case formed for a tight fit in a good, round 
close tolerance chamber that has quite a 
bit of run out in the side walls is not impor- 
tant. This has been proven to my satisfac- 
tion along time ago. My feeling is exactly 
the same as T.J. Jacksons. Neck uniform- 
ity seems to be extremely important, but 
not the side walls. 

If a person will section a perfect case 
after it has been fired several times, then 
measure the carbon build up, as well as 
the brass wall thickness, you will find that 
it is anythng but perfect itself. 

Extreme wall run out certainly can 
change things if cases are full length 
resized every time they are shot with the 
die set down on the shell holder and the 
shoulder set back too far to start with. 
Then the case heads tend to tilt, making a 
situation that is not square. Personally a 
need to do this has to become a part of my 
loading procedure. If cases have been 
hammered that hard, my feeling is that 
they should be thrown away and new 
cases used. 

I’m really proud to see Federal do this 

‘case for us and my warmest personal 
thanks go out to them for it. This case 
shoots as well for me as anything that has 
ever been used and the suggested name 
of American could not have been im- 
proved on. After all there was never a 
more full blooded American than the 
30-30. 

Benchrest shooters are going to see a 
lot of matches won using the various cCar- 
tridges made from this case. 

As soon as areamer is delivered, my full 
line of experimenting is going to be done 
with this case and 25 cal. Yes, 25 cal. All 
my efforts are going this direction and 
some day we will see this cal shooting as 
well as the 22 and 6 MM'’s. 

Thanks again Federal, you did yourself 


proud.

RECOLLECTIONS OF AN OLD-TIMER 


It is difficult to say just when benchrest 
shooting first started. Undoubtably peo- 
ple like the immortal Harry Pope used 
some form of shooting bench in process 
of testing their rifles. My own introduction 
to this sport came in 1947 with the read- 
ing of an article in True magazine. The ar- 
ticle described in a very interesting man- 
ner the pains being taken by Harvey 
Donaldson and several of his friends to 
achieve the greatest possible accuracy 
from acenter fire rifle. The article recount- 
ed the various cartridges being worked 
with: 22-250, 219 Zipper, 22 Hornet, and 
the Lovell. At the time this article went to 
press, Donaldson had already done a lot 
of work with a shortened and blown-out 
Zipper. The little cartridge far out- 
performed any of the others. | speak, of 
course, of the 219 Donaldson Wasp. 

Soon after this article appeared, shoot- 
ers allover the country began trying to get 
their hands on a Wasp. Initially, the only 
source of such a weapon was from a gun- 
smith by the name of Clair Taylor, who, 
with his partner Don Robbins, were build- 
ing heavy barrel target rifles on the Wasp 
chamber. Don Robbins’ stocks were 
beautifully made, and the rifles performed 
so well that anew standard of rifle accura- 
cy was Set. The shooting world could now 
think in terms of a half-minute of angle! 


Of course, during this same period the , 


experimenters were looking into bullet 
uniformity, bullet shape and weight. The 
commercial 22 caliber bullets of that day 
left a lot to be desired. The two principal 
sources: Speer and Sisk. Both brands 
were pretty fair varmint bullets, but they 
were far from half-minute quality. 

Fred Huntington came out with his two- 
piece bullet dies about this same time. 
With these dies, and Gardiner jackets, 
bullets far superior to the commercial va- 
riety could be made. It was not until 
Biehler and Astles came along with their 
one-piece dies and the ‘‘swaging-up prin- 
ciple’, however, that real strides were 
made in shrinking group sizes. Their dies 
dominated the game for a number of 
years. 

In West Texas, my home, we had arifle 
club composed mainly of varmint shoot- 
ers, with a few small bore types sprinkled 
in. The magazine article about Donaldson 
and company really sparked an interest 
within our group. As club secretary, | 
commenced writing letters to the various 
known shooters in the East, hoping to en- 
gender an interest in forming a national 
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by

association of bench rest enthusiasts. 
Most of the letters went unanswered, but 
not all. Phil Teachout of Vermont shared 
my feeling that a national organization 
would not only serve to educate shooters 
in the state of the art, but would benefit 
the game as a whole by providing input 
from a far greater number of shooters. 
Besides, one didn’t have to live north of 
the Mason & Dixon line to be an accom- 
plished shooter; although | must say that 
for several years that seemed to be true. 

Lacking the money with which to pur- 
chase Taylor and Robbins rifles, most of 
us struck out on our own to build heavy 
barrel guns. Gregoire barrels, which 
graced the Taylor and Robbins jobs, were 
very hard to come by, so most of us went 
for barrels from Joe Pfeifer. Winchester 
Model 70’s cost about $100 in those 
days, which was a bunch — so we went 
for 98 Mausers, DCM Springfields and 
Enfields. A while later FN Mauser actions 
became available at a reasonable price, 
and most of us changed over to them, 
using a Canjar single-set trigger. All of 
this economy actually kept our guns from 
being competitive outside of our own 
area. 

In 1950 our club held its first bench rest 
match. We sent out invitations to every 
known bench rester. Attendance was 12 
shooters. Among the 12 were three from 
Tulsa and two from Wichita, Kansas. One 
of the Tulsa shooters was Barney 
Auston. Among the local competitors 
were John |. Moore and his brother, P. D. 
Moore. The Tulsa aggregation proceed- 
ed to wipe the rest of us out. At this match 
was Bill Guse, a varmint shooter from Del 
Rio, Texas, who showed up with a 10- 
pound 22/250 with Lyman Super 
Targetspot 20 power scope. Bill didn’t 
scare anybody off with his shooting, but 
he did manage to set a record for 5-shot 
group at 200 yards. The record, some- 
thing like 0.375", stood for several years. 
The odd thing about it was that on the 
relay with Guse, not one single group, 
other than his, measured less than 1.5”’. 
The range was in an abandoned caliche 
pit, about as undesirable place as one 
could imagine, what with swirling wind 
and unbelievable mirage. When Guse 
shot his group he declared he never did 
see his bullet holes from the firing line. | 
believed him; neither could | see mine. 

After the match related above, John I. 
Moore suggested that we form a Texas 
Bench Rest Shooters Association. This 


was well received by the local club mem- 
bers, and we proceeded to organize. A 
corporation was formed, officers elected 
and immediately plans were made to build 
a bench rest range. As financial angel to 
the club John |. Moore volunteered to 
raise all of the necessary money with 
which to build the range — provided that 
it be built at San Angelo, Texas, where he 
lived at the time. The fact that the range 
would be 125 miles from where the club 
members lived was a bit disappointing to 
the rest of us, but none of us saw fit to 
look a gift horse in the mouth. The offer 
was unanimously accepted. John |. pro- 
ceeded to put the arm on various friends 
— believe me, he had many. In a very 
short while, construction commenced, 
and the site of the 1956 National Bench 
Rest Matches was ready in a couple of 
months. It boasted 24 wooden benches, 
covered firing line and a concrete slab. To 
us it was the ultimate range. 

The Texas association duly formed, |, 
as Secretary, redoubled my efforts to get 
something going on formation of a nation- 
al group. At this point, all of the corre- 
spondence was with Phil Teachout. In 
due time Phil got the ear of the New York 
and Pennsylvania shooters, and plans 
were made for an organizational meeting, 
to be held at Denver, Colorado. John |. 
Moore represented our area. | was unable 
to attend. At the meeting the country was 
divided into regions — not too different in 
boundaries from those today. Officers 
were elected, a charter drawn up, com- 
mittees appointed and National Match 
schedules set up for 1954, 1955, and 
1956. It was generally agreed that every 
other year the matches would be held in 
the Northeast, while on the alternate 
years they would be held elsewhere. Mind 
you, there were precious few bench rest 
facilities outside the Northeast at that 
time. It was decided that the 1954 match- 
es, the first ever shoulder-to-shoulder Na- 
tional Championships, would be awarded 
to Custer, South Dakota. Walt Siewart, a 
shooter from Sheridan, Wyoming, made 
the bid for the matches and convinced the 
group that Custer would be a great place 
to get it allstarted. As matters turned out, 
Walt did a helluva selling job. | shot in the 
1954 matches, and I’m here to tell you the 
shooting conditions were the worst | ever 
experienced. Everybody had a good time, 
however, and the hospitality was great. 

In preparation for the matches, Custer 
picked out a reasonably flat piece of land, 
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built 50 benches and covered them with a 
brush arbor. They rigged moving back- 
ers, and, all in all ended up with a very ac- 
ceptable range. Incidentally, at Custer it 
became evident that stationary backers 
should be used in addition to moving 
backers. Due to the horrendous mirage, 
crossfires were many, and as a result 
many shooters felt they had been 
wronged in the crossfire decisions. Bench 
rotation was not used at Custer. More 
about that later. 

Prior to the 1954 matches a running 
controversy was going on over whether 
competition should be in the form of 10- 
shot matches or 5-shot matches. Dr. Rod 
Janson of Seattle and Ed McNally of New 
York State (Rochester, | believe) were the 
two more vocal participants. There was a 
lot of heated correspondence over the 
matter, all of which was made available to 
the various regional directors. As a direc- 
tor | had occasion to read all of it. The cor- 
respondence was heated enough that Dr. 
Pohling of Wichita, Kansas, director for 
the Mid-Continent Region and a psychia- 
trist by profession, was prompted to write 
a letter to Ed McNally suggesting that Ed 
had serious emotional problems and 
should seek professional help! Dr. Janson 
seconded the motion. 

At the Custer matches were Charley, 
Clyde, and Bob Hart. These people had 


really set bench rest shooting onits ear by 
coming out with a stainless steel match 
rifle barrel. Prior to this all match barrels 
had been chrome-molybdemum steel. 
The Harts attracted a crowd by showing 
their barrels and showing the first bore 
scope most had ever seen. They were pa- 
tient enough to allow many of the shoot- 
ers to inspect the bore of their own bar- 
rels, and invariably the shooter would 
walk away shaking his head. How could 
any barrel that looked like a dried-up mud 
flat ever shoot? There, no doubt, was 
some method in the Harts’ madness, for 
the bore of their barrels were far 
smoother. 

One other thing the Harts did was dem- 
onstrate just how difficult it is to get a bar- 
rel absolutely clean. They invited several 
shooters to clean their barrels as clean as 
they possibly could by means of brush 
and patches. Having done so, the shoot- 
ers returned to see what came next. 
Clyde, | think it was, then proceeded to 
wet a clean patch with saliva and run it 
through the ‘‘clean”’ barrel. You wouldn't 
believe the amount of black on that patch. 

Looking back on the matter, to me it is 
obvious that one of the major milestones 
in bench rest rifle development was the in- 
troduction of the Hart stainless barrels. 
The game owes that family an everlasting 
debt of gratitude. While there have been a 


number of equally important develop- 
ments in more recent years — the fiber- 
glass stocks, glue-in, and reliable inter- 
nal-adjustable scopes to name a few — it 
is my opinion that the stainless barrel was 
a major breakthrough. 

To digress a bit, | mentioned at least 
twice that shooting conditions at Custer 
were some kind of bad. As witness to 
that, in one 200 yard match, 8 shooters 
out of 50 disqualified by shooting outside 
the border. Sam Clark, one of the better 
shooters of that day and time, was one of 
them. (Note: | was another). 

Another household name, L. E. ‘‘Sam’”’ 
Wilson, was very much in attendance as 
Custer. Even in those early days this ven- 
erable craftsman was well recognized as 
one of the major contributors to the accu- 
racy game. Let us hope that more like him 
are forthcoming. Several of the current 
participants in bench rest bid fair to be 
classed in Sam’s league. 

It is a matter of history, of course, that 
Ed McNally won the first shoulder-to- 
shoulder national championship. In ac- 
ceptance of the award he said, ‘‘I didn’t 
shoot spectacularly. | didn’t shoot any re- 
ally good matches; | didn’t shoot any real 
bad ones.”’ This was the first time | recall 
having heard that expression. More im- 
portantly, the mark it made on me was

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that for the first time | realized that the ag- 
gregate is what counts. Prior to that | had 
always thought of the small group being 
what it was all about. 

One last matter of interest concerning 
the Custer matches. Sam Wilson showed 
up with the weirdest rifle ever seen at a 
range. In fact today’s Iron Monsters are 
the only thing to surpass it, in my opinion. 
His weapon was a barreled action 
trunnion-mounted on a piece of 2x4 fir 
lumber! This, | believe was the forerunner 
of the bedding block that later became so 
popular with the ‘‘big gun’’ crowd. Sam 
did very well with it, but, like so many oth- 
ers there, it took a lot more than a good 
weapon to win at Custer. One or two 
shots, then as now, can blow a potentially 
outstanding performance into mediocrity. 
That happened to Sam Wilson. 

So much for Custer. 

The appearance of the 222 Remington 
cartridge and the Model 722 Remington 
action on the scene put everybody into a 
whirl. Here was a little cartridge with very 
light recoil and a round receiver by then 
recognized to be more conducive to accu- 
racy than the various Mauser derivatives 
then being used. | just had to have one, so 
| invested $75 in a 722 Remington, had 
‘Barney Auston, mentioned earlier as 
being from Tulsa, fit a Hart barrel and 
chamber it to 222 Remington. The recom- 
mended powder for the deuce at that 
point was IMR4227. Not to argue with 
success, | used it. | had been building gun- 
stocks for several years at this point and

Carl Peterson, of Sun Valley, California, 
one of the greatest craftsmen it has ever 


been my privilege to meet. | visited his 


shop one time and learned why it was that 
his machine inletting was so superior to 
that of Bishop or Herter. (Fajen, at that 
time, still worked for Bishop, but soon af- 
terward went out on his own). The day | 
visited Carl Peterson | also met Monte 
Kennedy, author of a book that even 
today is a standard reference for aspiring 
stock makers and one of the more 
sought-after stock-makers of all times. 
He rightly deserves to be spoken of in the 
same breath as Linden, Shellhamer, 
Leonard Brownell and other legendary 
names in the gun-stocker trade. Monte, at 
that time, was associated with Sam May 
in a firm known as Apex Rifles. In due time 
barrels from Sam May began to appear 
here and there. Joe Pfeifer, the venerable 
barrel maker mentioned earlier, was 
never really excited at the business pros- 
pects surrounding the bench rest activity, 
and, as far as | know, he never drew a 
bead on that market. Sam May did, but his 
success was minimal. But back to the 
subject. | procured a laminated walnut 
bench rest stock from Carl Peterson. It 
had a 5” wide forend, a built-in wooden 
trigger guard and a weight of 7 or 8 
pounds. My completed rifle, with a 28” 
Hart barrel but without scope, weighed 
just under 19 pounds. The trigger was the 
standard Remington that Barney Auston 
had slicked up a bit. The gun shot quite 
well for that day and time, one reason 
being that by that time | had managed to 
get some B&A bullets. Just prior to that |

had been shooting Sierra bullets which | 
very meticulously weighed and segregat- 
ed. It was a whole new ball game for me. 
At the Texas Benchrest Matches in 19551 
held a state record for 5 shots at 100 
yards for about 45 minutes. The group, as 
| recall was on the order of 0.375’’. When 
the next relay came up my record was 
wiped out with a blazing 0.348”. 

Also in 1955 | did a lot of playing around 
with electric bedding devices. Having 
shot some smallbore, and, in the process, 
did my share of playing around with the 
Freeland bedder, | decided to try the prin- 
ciple out on the bull guns. | would go to the 
range with the bedder on the gun, and, 
armed with two dial indicators and their 
necessary clamps, would proceed to try 
various degrees of upward pressure on 
the barrel. It was only after many hun- 
dreds of rounds that | came to the conclu- 
sion that the barrel best be free-floated. 
Now, how's that for inventing the wheel? 
How many others at the time arrived at 
that same conclusion — each by his own 
method of determination? This, | believe, 
marked my last effort to startle the world 
with a new wrinkle in rifle accuracy. 

In 1956 the NBRSA National Champi- 
onships were held at San Angelo, Texas. 
At the 1955 matches at Johnstown, P. D. 
Moore, mentioned earlier as the brother 
of John I., passed away of a heart attack. 
In light of this, the 1956 matches were 
dedicated to his memory. A very elabo- 
rate program was printed — some 50 
pages, 45 of which were advertising. (Oh, 
| tell you, that John |. Moore was a jim 
dandy promoter). 

Some 24 shooters showed up. Among 
them were Sam Clark, Paul Gottschall, 
Bob Hart, Clyde Hart and Wally Hart, then 
a young teenager and aspiring shooter, 
Crawf Hollidge, Walt Siewert and several 
other greats whom | can’t recall. M. D. 
Waite, then a field representative of the 
NRA, assisted me in the stat office. | did 
the measuring and he the recording. It 
might be of interest to note that this was 
the first time the Sweaney measure was 
used. Mr. Sweaney was in attendance as 
a spectator and had this prototype with 
him. It worked beautifully, and there was 
not one contested score during the 
event. 

Mr. Sweaney also had with him the pro- 
totype of his bore sighter. This created a 
lot of interest among the shooters. In ad- 
dition, he had a collimator which allowed 
the removal of the last vestige of parallax 
from a target scope. This man was a real 
scientist in his field, and a likeable fellow 
with it. 

At the San Angelo matches, benches 
were drawn for, as usual, and each shoot- 
er shot from that bench throughout the 
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event. Well, at San Angelo that didn’t 
work too well. The range is carved out of 
the side of a hill, leaving a bluff of from 6 to 
30 feet in height immediately adjacent to 
benches 1 and 24. During the 2 days of 
shooting, prevailing conditions definitely 
favored bench 24 and equally penalized 
bench 1. Bench 1 was occupied by Sam 
Clark. Bench 24 was occupied by Walt 
Siewart. The latter proceeded to walk 
away with all the marbles. As a direct out- 
come of this occurrence a rule was formu- 
lated requiring bench rotation at all future 
nationals. Funny how often freak circum- 
stances bring into focus the need for reg- 
ulations that might have been overlooked 
but for an extreme set of conditions such 
as took place at San Angelo. 

One other name worthy of note during 
the mid-50’s is that of John Zink of Tulsa, 
Oklahoma. He was to the Tulsa area 
shooters what John |. Moore was to the 
West Texas crowd. He not only provided 
the land for a range but footed the entire 
bill for constructing it. His support did a 
great deal for the sport as a whole. Anum- 
ber of key events have taken place on the 
Skiatook range. 

Again in reference to the late John I. 
Moore, | must relate an amusing incident 
that took place in the early 60's. Cowboy 
Rucker, a salty shooter if there ever was 
one, also made some fine bullets, it 
seems. At least John |. was impressed 
with them to the extent that he ordered 
2,000 bullets. What did Cowboy do? He 
proceeded to repackage 2,000 Sierra bul- 
lets and send to John |. John |. never 
learned what had been done to him. Evi- 
dently the bullets performed pretty well. 

In 1957 | was forced to drop out of 
bench rest activity for a 4-year period due 
to the pressures of business. During this 
period the matter of return-to-battery 
rests was reconciled and the sporter and 
varmint classes created. When | came 
back on the scene there were three new 
classes in evidence. These had been cre- 
ated for the sole purpose of attracting 
new shooters into the game — shooters 
who were largely turned off by the 20 
pound contrivances called bench rest ri- 
fles. Initially, the Sporter Class called fora 
10%2# gun of 6mm caliber or greater anda 
scope power not to exceed 8. The initial 
intent was to attract shooters who could 
bring their factory rifles and compete. The 
intent was defeated, because, as is al- 
ways the case, once the rules were set, 
people started testing them to the very 
edge. The Light Varmint class has seen 
little change since inception. The Heavy 
Varmint class, likewise virtually un- 
changed since day 1, has been the testing 
ground for many new and improved car- 
tridges, not the least of whichis the PPC. 
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Also, my attempted re-entry into bench 
shooting was short-lived. Again, the pres- 
sure of business. But during the brief time 
| was back in the thick of things | experi- 
enced two things that | remember quite 
vividly. First, |saw my first Shilen rifle, and 
| was impressed — not only by its beauti- 
ful appearance, but by its clearly superior 
performance. It was winning everything. | 
wanted one very, very badly, but | could- 
n't separate myself from 350 clams and 
stay married. Coincident with my seeing a 
Shilen rifle was meeting Dr. Sam Nadler of 
New Orleans. He was a relatively new 
shooter in 1961, but it was obvious that 
he was here to stay. He not only had good 
equipment; he was a very accomplished 
shooter. But more important than this, he 
had an unselfish attitude toward the 
game. He, like John Zink and John I. 
Moore, was a true benefactor. He is sore- 
ly missed. | came to know him personally 
and can truthfully state that he was one of 
the finest men | ever met. 

Something occurred at the 1962 Texas 
State Matches that brings to mind an em- 
barrassing incident. | was acting as Exec- 
utive Officer at the matches, although at- 


tempting to compete. Two competitors 
showed up from New Mexico with sporter 
rifles built on Jap Ariska actions, cham- 
bered for their own home-brewed 6MM 
wildcat. They were a cocky pair, pro- 
claiming to one and all that they pos- 
sessed the ultimate weapon and were 
about to wipe everybody out. Well, they 
didn’t quite do that, but one of the pair did 
cause some embarrassment for yours 
truly. Unbeknownst to everybody, this fel- 
low set anew record for the small group at 
100 yards for the sporter class. Yes, you 
figured it; the moving backers had been 
destroyed at the range at the conclusion 
of the matches. This joker calls me up and 
says he has broken a record and wants us 
to submit his target and backer for verifi- 
cation. | would much rather have been hit 
in the face with a wet sock, but | didn’t let 
on that there was a problem. What | did 
was to recruit a friend of mine to help me 
create a moving backer to match the re- 
cord target. (Actually, this wasn't as bad 
as it sounds, for one could clearly distin- 
guish 5 shots on the record target any- 
way). Well, we sent the target in, together

Afternoons best to phone 
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with the backer, and the record was al- 
lowed. That it was broken very soon af- 
terward helped my conscience more than 
somewhat. 

The ensuing 15 years, when | was once 
again out of things, saw the development 
of so many things in bench rest that | felt 
like Rip Van Winkle when | once more tried 
to pick it up. We had fiberglass stocks. We 
had glue-ins. We had reliable high-power 
internally adjusted scopes. We had bullet 
dies of unbelievable dimensional toler- 
ance. We had bullet spinners. We had 
powder measures of absolutely repeata- 
ble adjustment. We had 2-ounce triggers. 
And on and on. Group sizes had shrunk to 
unbelievable proportions. 

And now, if | may wax philosophical for 
amoment, | would like to express my feel- 
ing that it is time for the bench rest crowd 
to look to 25 caliber as its next field to con- 
quer. The 6mm has proved to be no great 
hill to climb. Aggregates have now 
reached the ones. The bench rest people 
have shown the world that it can truly ex- 
tract the ultimate out of a given caliber. To 
me, it is time to address the 25. Some of 
you are old enough to recall a brief excur- 
sion into the 25 caliber. The cartridge that 
comes to mind is the 250 Donaldson, a 
wildcat formed from the 257 Roberts. 
People like Homer Culver made bullet dies 
for 25 caliber, but he, like the other experi- 
menters became frustrated by the lack of 
match quality bullet jackets. It is obvious 
that if precision 6mm jackets can be 
made, so can 25 caliber. It is merely the 
law of supply and demand. Were enough 
pressure brought to bear, the jacket mak- 
ers would respond, and all at once we 
would have a brand new field to 
conquer.

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LOADING FOR ACCURACY 


by 
Geza Nagy 


Developing good loading habits is a must for good accuracy. To start with you should 
have a seating depth gauge. This is a short stub of barrel that was cut off during cham- 
bering. As you will see later, this gauge will have several good uses as related to accuracy 
and safety. For best results it should be made with the same reamer and from the same 
barrel that you are having chambered. It should be turned down to about 34” in diameter 
and about 1%” long. This size is compact, easy to handle, and fits in the die box easily. 
The chamber reamer is run into this only to include the neck and shoulder area of the case 
to the junction of where the shoulder meets the sidewall. 

Due to the variation of reamer sizes in the neck area of the benchrest calibers today, it 
is vitally important to know how much to neck turn the cases to chamber safely. Case 
necks must first either be expanded or necked down to the caliber that you are going to 
use. Insert an unfired case in the gauge. If it doesn’t go in or fits tight it will have to be neck 
turned before firing. Neck turn one case taking slight cuts each time until the case just 
goes into the gauge loose. Seat a bullet in this case, again checking to see if it goes into 
the gauge easily. If it does, you can now measure the neck with a micrometer. 

If the size of the neck in the chamber is known, this reading should be .002 less. Mini- 
mum clearance is .001 all around the neck for safety.

Exceeding these dimensions could wedge the case neck between the bullet and the 
chamber in the neck area and create a dangerous situation. 

After turning the necks to get the proper clearance with the loaded round, they will 
have to be trimmed. If the case neck is too long, the neck will be wedged between the 
bullet and the leads to the rifling and chamber pressures will rise. All the cases should be 
checked for proper length before fire forming. For now trim only those that are too long as 
they will have to be trimmed again after fire forming. Some cases shorten after fire form- 
ing. Due to the different shoulder angle on the 220 Russian case, I've had them shortened 
as much as .025 when fire formed in my 6PPC. Other cases and other calibers may 
lengthen and trimming is definitely in order again. 

Variation in length is detrimental to good accuracy, especially when the neck tension 
on the bullet is on the strong side. Load your cases with a suitable safe load to fire form 
them. The bullet should be seated long into rifling to hold the case head against bolt face 
while the case is being blown out to chamber size. Trim all the cases again to a uniform 
acceptable length, or about .010 under maximum. Chamber and deburr the necks. 

Insert the fired case in the seating depth gauge and measure the overall length of the 
case in the gauge (see photo). Record this measurement. It will have several uses later. 
Seat a bullet in the empty case (just started) and measure loaded round in the seating 
depth gauge. Adjust seater stem until the loaded round measures .010 longer in the seat- 
ing depth gauge than the empty case measured. 

Take your seater head and measure from the top of seater head to the end of the stem 
(see photo). Record this measurement with the brand and type of bullet you are using. 
You will have to go through this same process every time you change bullet brand or 
weight. Keep records accordingly. This is only a starting point in load development. All 
your adjustments for this bullet will be made from this point. Some guns shoot better with 
the bullet engaging the lands and some shoot better ‘‘jumping”’ the bullet. Variable neck 
tension and the load being used will have a lot to do with this. With the measurement of 
the seater head known to seat a given bullet to + .010 into the lands, all you have to do to 
seat the same bullet deeper is to increase the length of the seater head relatively to the 
seating depth you want.

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NECK TENSION 


For proper neck tension the sizing die 
has to be matched to the case neck thick- 
ness. In the button system of sizing a 
smaller or larger button can be used to get 
proper neck tension. In the fixed sizing die 
the cases have to be turned to the proper 
thickness to get good uniform seating. It 
is important to brush the inside of the 
necks each time. In my experience, | 
found that a smooth even feel on my hand 
seater will shoot well. | can seat my bul- 
lets with my thumb pressure alone on the 
seater. With a light neck tension, the bul- 
let run out will straighten out when it en- 
gages the lands. Not necessarily so witha 
strong neck tension. | have checked this 
on a bullet run out gauge. All that is need- 
ed is enough neck tension to hold the 
bullet. 


FULL LENGTH SIZING 
FOR ACCURACY 


Although it is not as convenient to do so 
as it is to neck size with the hand dies the 
full length sized case (if properly done) 
can shoot just as well. Full length sizing 
becomes necessary when chambering 
and extraction get harder, or when chang- 
ing a set of cases from one gun to another 
where headspace was different, or when 
neck turning case. For whatever reason, 
the full length sized case can shoot just as 
well providing they were sized to the 
proper depth and the resulting neck ten- 
sion on the bullet is suitably smooth. First 
it is a good policy to take your bolt apart 
and check and threaded part at the rear 
for lack of lubricant or even rust in an older 
gun. Grease this with a good gun grease 
and also the locking lugs. Lack of lubri- 
cant at these points can cause hard 
chambering and extraction. The bolt 
should work free with no case in the 
chamber except for a slight resistance of 
the trigger cocking cam. 

Insert an empty case in the chamber. If 
the bolt closes harder, measure the over- 
all length of the case in the seating depth 
gauge (see photo). When you first fire 
formed the cases, you took a measure- 
ment of the cases in the gauge. This is the 
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point of sizing that will shoot well. The 
case that chambered harder will show a 
measurement of .002 to .005 longer than 
the original measurement. The full length 
die should be backed off one full turn and 
adjusted in about ¥ turn at a time until the 
case in the gauge reaches the original 
measurement. If the case still chambers 
hard, the problem is not the lengthening of 
case. Set the die to size deeper about 
.002 at a time checking after each pass in 


the gauge and also in the chamber until it 
chambers easily. If you have to go too 
deep with this, you may have a mismatch 
of maximum die and minimum chamber. 
Measure a fired case that chambers easy 
at the case head and compare the reading 
at that point with the one that is chamber- 
ing harder. If the shoulder was pushed 
back too far during the full length sizing, 
the cases will have to be re-fire formed 
with safe loads.

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FINDING YOUR MAXIMUM 
SAFE WORKING LOAD 


This method can save you a lot of un- 
necessary rounds fired through a barrel. 
The powder measure must be checked at 
home on a scale to determine the amount 
of powder that the measure will throw at 
different predetermined settings. Record 
the settings for up to .3 to .5 grain incre- 
ments or have vials with weighed powder 
charges in them. Measure the case head 
with a micrometer of a case that was fired 
in your chamber and record this measure- 
ment. The loading should be done at the 
range and suitable equipment for this 
should be taken with you including the mi- 
crometer. You are only trying to find when 
your pressures are getting high for now. 
Accuracy load development will come 
later. 

Bullets should be seated to touch the 
lands for astart. Take one case and load it 
about 3 grains below maximum and fire it. 
After each firing, measure the case head 
for expansion, inspect the primers for ex- 
cessive flattening or cratering, and noting 
any difference in harder extraction. These 
are signs of pressure. Load this same 
case and increase powder .3 to .5 each 
time and check for pressure signs each 
time. 

Repeat this operation until one of the 
pressure signs has been reached and 
stops there. Take a new case and load it 
with one full grain of powder less and fire it 
again. If this one checks out okay, load a 
couple more and fire again. If these check 
out okay, you can consider this the safe 
maximum load for that combination of 
components in that barrel. Go through the 
same process every time one of the com- 
ponents is changed even if it is only the lot 
of powder or primers or bullet. 


LOAD DEVELOPMENT 


Now that you have found the safe maxi- 
mum pressure, you are ready for load de- 
velopment for accuracy. Load a few 
rounds a couple of grains below the safe 
working load and try for accuracy. In- 
crease powder charge about a half grain 
at a time never exceeding the safe point. 
When you have found the best area in 
powder weight, you can try seating the 
bullets deeper about .005 at a time to see 
if this gives you better accuracy. When 
you have found a suitable load, write 
down the pertinent information of the 
components and seating depth used. If 
you go to a different bullet or different lot 
of powder, start from the beginning again. 
There can be large variations in different 
brand of bullets and in powder lots of the 
same make and number to alter pres- 
sures. It is best to buy each component in 
sufficient quantities to avoid having to 
work up a load again. 


TIPS FOR GOOD ACCURACY 


(1) Clean outside of case necks before 
sizing with extra fine (00) steel wool 
or Hoppe’s as needed. 

(2) Clean primer pockets before each 
loading. 

(3) Clean inside case necks with nylon 
case neck brush or if crud builds up too 
much, use an oversize bore brush and 
clean with a twisting motion. If bullets 
seat firm, | prefer powdered graphite on 
the brush to make seating smoother. 

(4) Grease your bolt locking lugs at 
least once before each day’s firing with 
suitable gun grease. 

(5) Oil is not suitable for the inside of 
bolt at the rear part. When the gun is fired, 
the oil will splash out and drop into trigger 
and cause trigger problems. Use only 
good gun grease here.

(6) Carry a can of lighter fluid to wash 
out trigger when necessary. Squirt 
through trigger when needed and wipe up 
excess that came through. 

(7) If for some reason you have to re- 
move a live round from the chamber, 
stand the rifle on the butt stock pointing 
straight up and remove slowly to avoid 
spilling powder in the chamber. This can 
happen if the bullet was seated into the 
lands. 

(8) Carry a can of Birchwood Casey 
“Gun Scrubber’’. If powder is spilled in 
chamber, point barrel straight down and 
spray in chamber and let run through the 
barrel. Lighter fluid can also serve the 
same purpose. Squirt stream into cham- 
ber same as above. Patch out barrel. Both 
of these can also be used to clean bolt 
that was dropped into sand or dirt. 
Relubricate bolt if necessary. 

(9) To remove a separated case neck 
from chamber, push an oversize or tight 
bore brush just past the neck and pull out 
toward you. 

(10) If acleaning patch gets stuck part 
way up the barrel, use the cleaning guide 
as a hammer against the handle if it can- 
not be pulled back out normally! 

(11) Keep written records of all loading 
information. 
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Variations In

Jon Leu’s charts, the results of testing 
this past summer, and published in the 
November issue, gives some basic insight 
as to what goes on inside the powder 
measure during a day’s match. Jon sent 
me copies of his charts some weeks ago 
and they have been given some study 
after making up some over-lays of his 
results. 

Lets make sure we first understand 
whatis causing this variation in load as in- 
dicted on Jon’s charts. It's water vapor. 
The same stuff that causes weather, 
sweating, and the dew in the morning. If 
all the water vapor in the atmosphere 
were to fall in a single shower, it would 
cover the earth with a layer of water only 
one inch deep. Despite the small amount 
of water vapor in the air at any time, it has 
a tremendous effect on weather, our com- 
fort, and it certainly is a factor in our 
shooting activities. 

The capacity of air to hold moisture is 
directly proportional to it’s temperature. If 
we had a container which would hold 
1,000 grams of dry air and brought the 
temperature down to 40°F, the air in the 
container would hold 6 grams of moisture.

If we warm the container of dry air up to 
110°F, our container of dry air will hold 
approximately 60 grams of moisture. We 
see that the capacity of air to hold mois- 
ture is directly proportional to it’s 
temperature. 

Relative humidity is the ration of the 
amount of water vapor actually present in 
the air relative to the maximum amount of 
water the air can hold at a given temp- 
erature. 

And finally, another factor is dew point. 
Dew point is that, (again) temperature at 
which any given pressure and constant 
water vapor content at which the air will 
become saturated. This gives us the 
problem of everything being wet early in 
the morning as a match gets started. (Edi- 
tor: this includes shooters who collapsed 
at midnight, during the technical discus- 
sion.) If the dew point and temperature 
are within 30°F and the winds are light 
(under three MPH) we have the problem 
with fog so often experienced at ranges 
such as Council Cup and Johnstown and 
which holds up the first match in the morn- 
ing. When the sun comes up, and warms 
the air some, the fog thins out and we can

get started. 

As we review Jon’s charts we see a lot 
of zigging and zagging because of the 
above factors. Even in a very controlled 
environment, where the water vapor lev- 
els can be controlled to some degree, we 
experience some levels of the same kinds 
of zigging and zagging if we plot tempera- 
ture and humidity. The chart presented 
herewith shows a period of time during 
which the water vapor present was quite 
constant when temperature and humidity 
readings were taken. With a constant 
water vapor level, we see these instru- 
ments indicating, again, that as tempera- 
ture goes up, humidity goes down for a 
given level of water vapor, along with 
some level of bouncing up and down of 
our plots. 

This indeed has some effects on how 
much our thrown powder loads change 
over a period of time and it often takes a 
very short period of time, depending how 
fast the temperature is changing. A cool 
summer morning will quickly warm up 
quite a bit in a very short period of time. If 
it was a dew covered world as the sun 
came up, the sun has warmed up the air

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and the dew is gone. . . . but nowis in the 
surrounding air in the form of water vapor 
and thus effecting the powder load. If the 
powder measure is exposed to the sun 
rays, and is rapidly warmed, some level of 
sweating inside the measure often takes 
place, and even more water is introduced 
to the powder. The importance of keeping 
the measure at a constant temperature of 
seeing to it that it is warmed slowly be- 
comes quite understandable. The sameis 
probably also true of primers. 

A current heavy varmint class match 
rifle in the Hornbeck Gun Cabinet per- 
forms best with a rather warm load; this is 
a 22/45. On more that one occasion | have 
fallen asleep at the switch during a day 
when temperatures and humidity were 
climbing rapidly and found that pressure 
have gotten out of hand, and groups are 
suffering. Anyone that is using loading 
data that is on the high side should keep 
this in mind when reloading and should 
take into consideration the humidity and 
temperature as the powder measure is 
adjusted. 

Different powders and even different 
lots of the same make and powder num- 
ber can be expected to be effected in dif- 
ferent amounts due to the blending addi- 
tives during manufacturing to maintain a 
1% standard between lots and burning 
rates. 

Jon Leu’s testing shows up a major fac- 
tor concerning the effects of the air 
around us on rifle performance. The prac- 
tice of recording not only temperature but 
also humidity as well as atmospheric 
pressure when chronographing loads is 
not an un-useful practice. All three factors 
have some effect on internal as well as ex- 
ternal ballistics. 

Powder which has been dried and the 
moisture content removed, will lose 2.5% 
of it’s weight in the process. An additional 
factor which we often experience at a 
match is the heating up of our loaded 
rounds from sitting in the sun for a period 
of time; the brass becoming quite warm 
as well as the powder within, This results 
in the burning rate increasing, with higher 
pressures and velocities. Temperature 
and humidity changes may dictate that 
our best accuracy load may have to be 
slightly increased, or decreased. 

A test that any handloader can make, 
and obtain some insight on these factors 
can be made without too much trouble. 
Set up your powder scale in an area 
where large changes in temperature and 
humidity can be expected. Place powder 
in the pan of the powder scale that you 
used. By checking the powder scale read- 
ings from time to time, over several days, 
the effects of water vapor and tempera- 
ture will be observed. It may surprise you.

Dear Dave:

Thanks for sending it along. | can only ex- 
press the wish that | were in a position to 
make a worthwhile contribution to that 
effort. 

As | put those letters with others previ- 
ously received, | couldn't help noticing the 
thickness of the file is now approaching 
the one inch mark. Having read — again 
— the entire contents of that file only last 
week, | continue to be amazed at the di- 
versity of the thinking within those many 
letters. But it’s diversity of thinking with a 
single goal: the improvement of the breed 
as it relates to the sport of competitive 
benchrest shooting. 

Still, | can’t help wondering at some of 
the apparent contradictions contained 
within that material. These last few 
weeks especially, weeks which have 
brought reports from those who have ex- 
perimented in one way or another with the 
prototype Federal 30-30 cases, have 
raised, | think, some very serious ques- 
tions about what we really know regard- 
ing the subject of rifle accuracy. 

Perhaps, rather than aninch or so of let- 
ters devoted to a discussion of the possi- 
bility of bettering the performance of the 
PPC, we would be better served by a simi- 
lar quantity (and quality) of thinking devot- 
ed to a slightly different topic: Why does 
the PPC work as well as it does? Several 
of the letters within that file point to an im-

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portant factor: The PPC alone is not com- 
pletely responsible for the groups and ag- 
gregates we're seeing shot these days. 
As has been pointed out, improvements 
in barrels, actions, telescopes, stocks, 
and other areas have played their part in 
shrinking groups and aggregates. Unfor- 
tunately, we seem to have little in the way 
of “scientific” information from which we 
can deduce which factor did what in terms 
of accuracy improvement. 

In the days when the norm for accuracy 
rifles was something on the order of .5 
MOA, there was some merit to the “Let’s 
try it and see if it works” approach to 
smaller groups and aggregates. Today, 
with individual groups in the .0s and ag- 
gregates in the .1s not all that uncommon, 
that sort of an approach is certainly less 
valid — if it’s valid at all. Creighton 
Audette and Merrill Martin point to varia- 
tions in case wall thickness as being criti- 
cal in the accuracy process. Quoted from 
your letter of October 5, “T.J. (Jackson) 
brings forward the belief that in a pre- 
cision-cut chamber it is the NECK that is 
Critical... . not the body run-out. And, of 
course, the neck can be controlled... . by 
precision turning.” Turning to the letter 
from Jim Shultz, we find the comment: “! 
would like to say at this point that all the 
shooting for the past three years with this 
case (6MM SMC) has been with unturned 
necks. Makes one stop and think, maybe 
we are getting a little picky over precision 
brass.” Such diversity of theory and prac- 
tice — all of which seems to be working 
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OOTERS’ SUPPLIES 


well, thank you, for the various propo- 
nents — points again to the VAST differ- 
ence between what we know and what we 
think we know regarding the subject of 
accuracy. 

Shooters whose interest in benchrest 
falls in the competitive area need not con- 
cern themselves with these sorts of 
things. Their goal is to shoot smaller 
groups and smaller aggregates on a given 
day than their fellow competitors. There’s 
certainly nothing wrong with that ap- 
proach to the sport and those interests. 
The “evolutionary” process which our 
equipment has gone through — a proc- 
ess full of the “Let’s try it and see if it 
works” sort of thinking — has served 
them well and likely will continue to do so. 

On the other hand, shooters whose in- 
terest in benchrest lies in the challenge of 
attaining perfection, the .000 group — if 
they win a match or three along the way, 
fine .... if not, fine, too .... they have 
tried to learn something which would be of 
value to others —are seemingly going to 
have to take a different approach. In 
terms of aggregates for virtually every 
class at 100 yards shot in the “real world”

The draw dies were 
designed to reduce .22 caliber jackets to 
.17 caliber in two draws. One set was for 
light weight jackets such as the Sierra 
Hornet or Blitz jackets. The other set was

(with wind and light and mirage to contend 
with), the difference between “perfection” 
and our present level of attainment is less 
than .2”. It’s rather difficult to talk of “bet- 
tering the performance of the PPC” when 
we don't KNOW what the PPC is capable 
of. It’s equally difficult to talk about “bet- 
tering the performance of the PPC” when 
we don’t KNOW why the PPC performs as 
well as it does. As Nick Young pointed out 
in a recent letter, it’s time to go back to 
“square one” and attempt to learn what's 
really going on here. We've got lots of the- 
ories — many of which seem to work 
under the conditions where they have 
been tested — but we really have very lit- 
tle in the way of proven fact. 

It seems to me if we're going to bridge 
that little .1-.2° gap between perfection 
and today’s level of attainment, we're 
going to have to scrutinize EVERY aspect 
of the accuracy rifle/cartridge combina- 
tion. And if we're going to do it without the 
benefit of controlled (warehouse?) condi- 
tions, we're going to have to scrutinize 
our results with some very sophisticated 
statistical analyses to weed out wind, 
light, and mirage factors. That's certainly 
not something that everyone will — or 
should — be interested in. | would hope 
that those shooters who are interested in 
the competitive aspects of the sport 
would encourage those who are interest- 
ed in the experimental (or learning) as- 
pects. It’s the competitors in the end, who 
will reap the rewards.

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made for regular weight jackets. The bul- 
let swages form similar, but not the same, 
shape of bullets. There is also a bullet 
swage made by Franzen for round nose 
bullets. The jackets are automatically 
trimmed to length by the punch off proc- 
ess for 20 grain, 25 and 30 grain bullet 
weights. 

This equipment is capable of producing 
high precision bullets, and in my rifles 
gave better results than | was able to get 
with any other kind of .17 caliber bullets 
that | was able to test. | had many similar 
reports from friends who tried .17 caliber 
bullets made in these dies. The secret of 
course is precision jackets. The draw dies 
are designed so as to hold the jackets 
centered on the draw punch and in the die 
.... Which is an absolute must if real pre- 
cision is called for. 

| would much rather have someone 
here (Iceland) buy and use these dies, but 
there is a limited number of shooters here 
who swage their own bullets, so the pos- 
sibilities of local interest are nominal, and 
| myself am not in the best of health. 

It is difficult to put a price tag on this 
equipment, but to anyone really interest- 
ed, it should be worth at least $2,000. To 
have it made today would surely cost dou- 
ble that amount. 

| must apologize, Doc Garcelon, for 
asking you to do this for me, knowing how 
busy you are, but! can think of no one else 
to turn to. As to the price that | mentioned, 
it may not be possible to realize it, and you 
would have a free hand if the best offer 
was within reason.

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BENCHREST CARTRIDGES 


(An Article for The New Shooter) 


by Dave Brennan 


We receive a certain number, and an 
ongoing number of similarly worded re- 
quests here at our editorial offices from 
newer shooters, asking basic questions. 
No problem with that, our staff is glad to 
be of assistance. But the thought does 
occur that possibly a few “basic” articles 
might be of some help to those new to the 
accuracy game. Pull up an overstuffed 
chair, get your shoes off, open a cold 
beer, put a thoughtful expression on your 
mug, and we'll get this show on the road 
with a discussion of the cartridges that 
one is likely to see in competition today. 

The 6 PPC. Odds on the most popular 
choice of benchrest shooters today. Sev- 
enty five per cent (or more) of the guns on 
the firing line in any major match today will 
be chambered for the 6 PPC. The new 
shooter, having his first benchrest rifle 
built, should consider nothing else, if only 
because it is the accepted standard, and 
every top-level, benchrest gunsmith in the 
country chambers for it, and is familiar 
with it. The basic case employed is the 
.220 Russian case, with the USSR mili- 
tary originally brought into being as an as- 
sault rifle cartridge .... an assault rifle 
being an ungainly, graceless, creation de- 
signed to spray a lot of lead around the 
landscape in a relatively short period of 
time. Measuring approximately 1.500 
inches overall, the case uses the small 
rifle primer, and a small flash-hole, both of 
which are regarded as important factors 
in the overall success of the cartridge. 
The case is made only by Sako, in Fin- 
land, and it is universally agreed that the 
basic case is made with excellent uni- 
formity of case walls .... another factor 
in it’s success. The case, when it reaches 
the shooter, should have the flash hole 
de-burred, be necked up to 243 size, and 
have the outside neck turned. The most 
common accuracy load is somewhere in 
the vicinity of 27.0-27.5 grains of H 322 
with 68-69 grain benchrest quality bullets, 
and Federal 205M primers. The charge 
should be reduced a bit for T 322 powder, 
and some shooters do well with 29.5 grain 
of that hard-to-find, and expensive, 
Norma 201 powder. A few shooters will 
use 4895 powder, usually in the 28.9 grain 
range, while fewer shooters yet will be 
using 4198 powder, starting with some- 
where around 25 grains and muddling 
from there. Most shooters agree that 
4198 will vary considerably from lot to lot, 
which is both a reason for caution, and 
also the reason why the powder is in less 
use for this cartridge than previously. 
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The .22 PPC. The accepted rationale in 
1986 is that the best bullet jackets are 
available in a .243 size, and also the heav- 
ier 68-69 grain bullets give greater wind 
bucking, so use the 6 PPC. In the 1985 
IBS Nationals, where three classes were 
contested, and sixty “top twenty” patch- 
es were given out, only two of the patches 
went to a shooter of the .22 PPC. In the 
1985 NBRSA Nationals, which shoots 
four classes, and hence had eighty patch- 
es to bestow upon the multitude, they 
gave three patches to .22 PPC shooters. 
All comments for the 6 PPC apply to the 
.22 PPC, except that necking up is obvi- 
ously not necessary. 

The .22 Waldog. A wildcat that has a 
certain following, primarily in the West, 
where gunsmith Dan Dowling, of Arvada, 
Colorado has turned out a number of 
Waldog chambered rifles. When all is said 
and done, it is a shortened .22 PPC. Inca- 
pable hands, such as Bill Pond, ithas shot 
well, and indeed set national records. It 
has found virtually no acceptance in the 
East, for no particular reason. 

The .222 Remington. Dating back to 
1950, the .222 was king of the accuracy 
field for 25 years, until replaced by the 
PPC in the mid-1970’s. Even today it is 
shot, and shot well, by shooters such as 
Allan Hall, Walt Berger and Larry 
Engelbrecht. Other shooters such as Rick 
Hornbeck, George Kelbly, Stan Buchtel, 
and Bud Mundy use the .222 with a 
changed shoulder angle. The case is ideal 
for a youngster or a lady who might be a 
bit recoil conscious; it creates a lot less 
uproar (Mike Walker's phrase) upon firing 
than does the PPC. The rumors heard in 
gossip sessions are to the effect that 
overseas brass (Sako, Norma, RWS) has 
considerably better case side-wall uni- 
formity than does our domestic products. 
The PPC Corporation will begin importing 
Sako brass in early 1986, and R.W. Hart & 
Son is bringing in Norma brass under a 
new distributor agreement at present. 
RWS brass will pop up here and there, but 
is hardly “generally available. The classic 
load for the deuce in its heyday was 21.0 
grains of 4198, but most shooters using 
the cartridge today are using H 335, H 
332, or T 322. If the foreign brass is in- 
deed as good as some Say that it is, we 
could see a mild resurrection of the vener- 
able deuce, probably with Berger or 
Hollister bullets .... these the two most 
popular bullet makers in this generally ne- 
glected caliber. 

The 6x47. The .222 Remington mag- 


num, necked up to 6 MM caliber. The 
sporter class has always required “.230 
caliber or larger”, and until the 6 PPC 
came along, the 6x47 was the most com- 
mon sporter class caliber. And when the 
PPC came along, alot of shooters heaved 
a sigh of relief, for the 6x47 was a finicky 
and temperamental as a Metropilitan 
Opera Soprano. Some days it shot well 
.... and on other days... . well, human 
sacrifices and burnt offerings were to no 
avail. Many theories were advanced for 
the shortcomings of the little stinker; the 
two most often heard were that the draw- 
ing of the brass on such a long, thin car- 
tridge often turned up poor case-wall uni- 
formity ....and also a theory that a small 
flash hole was needed for along, thincase 
such as this. The 6x47 hit a new low in 
1985....notasingle “top twenty” patch 
went to the cartridge in either the NBRSA 
or IBS Nationals. Today, the editor thinks 
this an excellent cartridge .... to stay 
away from. It has turned a lot of good 
shooters to demon alcohol in its day. 

The .308. Seen almost exclusively in 
the unlimited-heavy bench class, the .308 
is another case that has just about seen 
it's day .... as shooters came to realize 
that the 6 PPC bullet, moving out at a 
hefty muzzle velocity, will actually have 
less wind drift than the heavier, slow mov- 
ing .308 projective. Another low-point 
cartridge for 1985 .... nota single “top 
20” patch in either NBRSA or IBS Nation- 
als. When buying a used benchrest rifle in 
either 6x47 or .308 .... the price should 
reflect the unpopularity of the cartridge. 
Actually it would be better if you pass 
them by completely. 

We have discussed only the factory 
cartridges, or the wildcats that have 
achieved substantial popularity in this ar- 
ticle. Next article, we'll touch on those ex- 
otic creations, the wildcats, and specu- 
late a bit. Still, the beginning, newer 
shooter is advised to stick to the standard 
cases, and leave the wildcats to those 
who like to joust with windmills. And, be- 
fore TJ Jackson and Ron Keim hang the 
editor .... we'll drag in the BR case next 
month. TJ, sit down; stop waving your 
arms and shouting at the editor. | promise 
we'll get to the BR next month. And we'll 
speculate a bit about the two new, longer 
PPC cases. And hopefully we'll have 
some final word on the Federal 30-30 
brass with the small primer pockets that 
some of the gang have been playing with 
on an experimental basis these last few 
months. As with any discussion on wild- 
cats, we'll dream a bit, speculate a bit, 
and probably get souls angry at us 
(again). Realists may want to plan on skip- 
ping the article.

I'm afraid I’m not much of a hand witha 
typewriter (Editor: Wilbur, you ought to 
see me at a lathe), so you have to take a 
hand-written letter. 

Yes, | know TJ Jackson very well. We 
have had many long discussion about 
what a good benchrest action should be. 
TJ has a lot of good ideas, and is a very 
knowledgeable man. (Editor: no need to 
get humble, Wilbur; TJ doesn’t type 
either). 

Building actions is a hobby of mine, not 
a business. You heard correctly, | am fin- 
ishing up a production run of twelve ac- 
tions, but they have all been spoken for. 
(Editor: give me a couple of names, Wil- 
bur. We'll take them off the mailing list, 
and hope that they lose interest in the 
sport). | started this production run about 
two and a half years ago, so you can see 
that it is not a real priority item. (Editor: 
don’t get humble, Wilbur. You're just 
about average for the trade, and faster 
than a few that | can think of). 

There is nothing really special about my 
actions; just areal hang-up on good work- 
manship. The receiver material is 4140

heat treated steel. The bolt is 8620 case 
hardened, and ground size. The bolt is 
lapped in the receiver, as are the bolt 
shroud threads in the bolt. | don’t want 
anything to move when you pull the trig- 
ger. (Editor: well, for Pete’s sake, Wilbur 
.... | personally think that the firing pin 
should do something or other when you 
pull the trigger). 

The extractor, bolt stop, and sears are 
made out of Starrett tool steel, heat- 
treated to 60 Rc. The bolt handle is 416 
stainless, bolted to the bolt, so that the 
cam on the bolt stays hard. | have my own 
design of scope rings. They are split verti- 
cally, and clamp to a 1/4 diameter 
socket-head cap screw, so that has a 4 
degree per side taper. This permits the 
scope to self-align when you tighten the 
screws. All actions have a mounting sys- 
tem of my own; they are not glued in. 

You might be interested in my next proj- 
ect. | am going to build five actions, each 
one alittle stiffer than the preceding one. 
Headspace will be the same on all five ac- 
tions. The threads are all machined (not 
tapped) to thread gages. This way we can 
unscrew one barrel out of one action, and 
put it into another action within any other 
changes. We hope to find out how stiff an 
action should really be in order for it to 
shoot well. We also hope to utilize strain 
gages, borrowing a recording machine to 
tape the data, and find where the action 
flexes when it is fired. 

Ralph Council is working with me on 
this project, and he will furnish the bullets. 
| also have access to the Houston ware- 
house, along with Virgil King and TJ Jack- 
son, that TJ mentioned in his article. | 
have a nice range to shoot at, at

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the Tomball Club. | also have my own 24 
acre place to shoot on. | have a manufac- 
turing business, with a well-equipped ma- 
chine shop. |am amechanical engineer, a 
machinist, and a gun nut. (Editor: me too.

These actions most certainly have the 
barrel threads square with the receiver. 
The bolt end is bored, then hand lapped. 
All parts are indicated when put in the 
lathe, and adjusted until the indica- 
tor doesn’t even wiggle. 

When we do that little exercise with the 
five actions, and the same barrel, if the 
stiffest one shoots better than the most 
limber one, we will have established 
something. If it doesn’t then we will make 
some smaller yet, until we find a point 
where stiffness does make a difference. 
When we have completed this test, | will 
be able to go to the next match with the 
best shooting rifle that | know how to 
make.

Many thanks for all the information that 
you have so kindly provided us with on the 
subject of wind-flags. | have settled on 
one type that you have described, and 
have been using them with good results. 
They certainly have taught me a lot about 
wind changes that previously | had only 
been guessing at. 

We have just held the first benchrest 
match in Scandinavia. There were shoot- 
ers from Sweden, Finland, and the Aland 
Islands between the two countries. 

We held the match on Saturday, Au- 
gust 24th, and to our surprise, 23 shoot- 
ers showed up. We only have three 
benches, so our aggregate was made up 
of only three groups. We started at 11:00 
AM, and managed to finish at 5:00 PM. 
The whole competition went off smooth- 
ly, with none of the problems that we were 
concerned about arising .... This being 
our first ever match, we were a bit nerv- 
ous. The weather was nice, but it was 
quite windy, and we are not yet experi- 
enced wind shooters.

Dear Dave, 

I've subscribed to Precision Shooting 
for two years now, and even though I’m 
no benchrester (Editor: you say that in the 
same general style that many use when 
denying they are alcoholics), | do like and 
appreciate an accurate rifle, | currently 
am shooting a Steyr SSG match rifle in 
.308 chambering. My load at present is 
41.4 grains of IMR 4064 with the Sierra 
168 grain International bullet. This load 
when I do my part, consistently will shoot 
an inch and a half at 200 yards... . for 15 
shot groups. As my facilities are limited, | 
have to do my meticulous case segrega- 
tion and limited brass preparation. | have 
found that | can reduce group size by 75% 
....Ormore.... when! shoot brass se- 
lected on certain criteria. To wit: 


1.) Headspace at a chosen dimension 
usually .005 less than max, with less 
than .001 total variation. 

2.) Case weight within one grain 
variation. 

3.) Neck dimensions within .0001, both 
inside and outside, before sizing. (If 
necessary, and it usually is, | pro- 
duce the outside diameter in previ- 
ous firings and shimming). 

4.) Overall case length variation within 
.0005, | try to keep my .308 cases 
right at 2,000 inch. 

5.) Primer pocket depth variation with- 
in .0005 .... with .001 total 
variation. 

6.) Primer pocket diameter dimensions 
within .0005 total variation. 

7.) Flash hole diameters within .001 
total variation. 

8.) Flash hole concentricity .001 max 
total indicator reading. 

9.) Case neck concentricity .001 max 
total indicator reading. 

10.) Powder charge weight within one 
tenth of a grain. 

Needless to say, it takes up to 500 
rounds of Lake City brass to get 20 or 30 
keepers, the toughest requirement being 
my headspace specifications. This is very 
dishearting, and | wonder if there is a fi- 
nancially responsible way of producing 
headspace and squareness to less than 
-0005 variation. Lathes have not proven 
to be accurate enough, as you either hold 
a mandrel inside the case mouth .... 
which may or may not be (probably the lat- 
ter) perpendicular to the headspace, or 
you chuck on the O.D. with the same lack 
of accuracy. What | may end up doing is 
grinding the case head while in a head- 
space gauge. Relieved, of course. 

Anyway, with the aformentioned load, | 
have chronographed 650 rounds to date. | 
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get 2575 f.p.s velocity at 15 feet from the 
muzzle, 11 standard deviation. The 650 
loads chronographed were not 
“‘keepers’’. 

Thanks for bearing with me, and keep 
up the good work. Precision Shooting is 
one of the most intelligent, well-written, 
and, yes... . well edited publications I've 
ever read. By the way, is there ever a 
benchrest match in New England? Seems 
like they're all in Texas!

Sitting around at breakfast today, won- 
dering how a person could chase the 
lands on arifle barrel to insure that there 
were no missing portions of same. | will 
not go into the reason for wondering 
about this.

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vise, leveled the gun so | could have a 
straight shot down the barrel with the 
camera. | then put the camera on a tripod, 
set the macro dial on the lens down as far 
as it would go, cranked the magnification 
up to 200 and lined the camera up, cen- 
tered with the barrel. After playing around 
| found that, with the preceding settings 
its best to move the camera or gun, which 
ever is easier, apart until you are focused 
right on the throat or muzzle crown. 
Which ever end you start from, and you 
will look down both ends. When every- 
thing is set up just start turning out your 


macro dial and you will find that you stay 
focused on the lands about %4th of the 
way down the barrel. Granted they are not 
magnified to any extent but you can make 
sure that they are present. If everything is 
lined up near perfect you will also notice 
that they keep the same contrast if there 
is no excessive wear. To see the rest of 
the barrel just work from the other end. 

The picture sort of looks like a 0 with 
five, or how ever many lands your barrel 
has, streaming slightly away from the 0. | 
hope some of our fellow shooters may 
find this useful.

Why the hell don’t you walk on the waters? 
(Like you’re supposed to) 


Your Imperial Majesty: 

In response to your querry about bore 
cleaning methods: no meaningful conclu- 
sions yet. As so many others are doing | 
have been trying to develope a brushless 
method for the job hoping to avoid dam- 
mage to the crown. However; to satisfy me 
the method has to be quick. Bore cleaning 
must not be allowed to cut into conversation 
time. After all, why do | go to matches? 

My effort is continuing sporadicly as time 
and inspiration dictate. | consider fouling to 
be a combination of several materials which 
do not yield to any one cleaning procedure 
(at least | don’t think they do). | assume 
there is guilding metal smeared on the bore 
in a succession of layers interspersed with 
combustion products and primer abbra- 
sives. Also there is a collar of something in 
the first inch or so in front of the throat. My 
understanding is that this is the residue of 
flash suspressants incorporated to a 
greater or lesser extent in at least some of 
our powders. 

Discussing the different residues one at 
a time: 

1. Guilding Metal — canbe removed by 
oxidizing it to a water soluble material and 
wiping the solution out of the bore with a 
patch or it can be removed with an abrasive 
(hopefully a soft one). Both of these are 
satisfactory for speed. 

2. Combustion Products — can be 


removed quickly by Butyl Cellosolve or any 
one of a number of solvents or detergents. 
3. Primer Abrasives — easily 
removed by a cloth patch wet with any 
detergent or solvent. A divergence of 
opinion exists with regard to disposition of 
this material. Both sides of the question 
have good arguing points. The first school 
says the stuff is abrasive and should be 
removed with a wet patch before any other 
cleaning effort is made. Presummably if that 
stuff is in the bore when a rod is shoved 
back and forth it can only harm the throat 
and bore. The second school points out that 
an abrasive is just what is needed to scrape 
all the other fouling loose so it can be wiped 
out easily. They also hold that the abrasive 
tends to maintain a surface similar to that 
which the long suffering barrel smith 
created by lapping. This surface is thought 
to reduce the tenacity with which jacket 
fouling adheres to the bore surface. 

4. Flash Suppressant Collar — fortu- 
nately this is water soluble and is quickly 
removed by any solution containing water; 
also quickly removed by J-B compound or 
other abrasive. 

5. Mystery Coating — there is one 
other coating | haven't indentified as yet nor 
have | fully investigated the ways in which 
it can be removed. One can notice its 
presence by wiping the primer residue out 
of the bore with a wet patch as in (3.) above 
and following with two dry patches. If the 
““M”’ coating is there, there will be a definite 
sticky feel to the bore. Since the first patch 
was wet with a good powder residue 
solvent, presumably this remaining coat is 
not very soluble in that solvent. The sticking 
exists throughout the bore not just at the 
throat. The coat can be removed quickly 
with a few strokes of a sharp bronze brush

or a patch loaded with abrasive. | have not 
tested it yet to see if itis water soluble. That 
comes next. 

My reaction to all of this is that if | want 
to take advantage of the capabilities of all 
these materials | wind up with a long 
cleaning procedure and less time to admire 
the sound of my own voice. So my effort has 
been aimed at combining the helpful 
characteristics of the cleaning products I’m 
familiar with in such a way as to devise a 
quick and complete cleaning method. As | 
stated above results are inconclusive thus 
far. Some of the people testing the proto 
type preparations report that some barrels 
seem to prefer other procedures. Of course, 
| don’t think that’s good enough. So maybe 
next time. 

One point must be made with regard to 
all this geliederfrankerei. Some of the real 
shooters are putting together aggregates 
as good as my bragging groups. So bore 
cleaning technology may be a tempest in a 
teapot on the level I’m investigating. 

Anyway, | don’t want to write about bore 
cleaning. I’ve got a couple of other things 
that have been simmering for a while and 
may see the light presently. One is some 
information | developed on the way the 
throat deforms during the first 500 shots or 
so. Also have been making an effort to 
describe the proper way to chamber a 
barrel when mounted in the headstock of 
the lathe. This one is difficult to describe © 
clearly without benefit of arm waving and 
facial contortion. I’ve torn up my first three 
attempts but they keep getting better. The 
last subject, which is in the sketching stage 
only, is a design for an unlimited rear rest 
that can be built to function the way one 
should. 

If your luck runs out you may see some 
of this stuff this winter.

A few personal observations. The 
NBRSA had many shooters on the 
grounds, and all were made welcome.

Every time | turned around, two or three 
characters were coming through my area 
to say hello to the two, and thank them for 
coming.

Finally, while several of the Pine Tree 
group were to bust their posteriors to 
do their best (including the rangemaster, 
Roger Oaksford), it is terribly obvious that 
Pine Tree cannot handle a 125 shooter 
match until such time as they improve 
their backer system, and speed up their 
volunteer target crew. The Editor, over 
the course of the 1985 shooting season, 
at many matches saw groups of kids who 
ran target changes... . and who handled 
their chores with enthusiasm and 
speed. 

If kids can do such as good a job, in 
places like Council Cup, Mainville, and 
Painted Post .... Johnstown simply has 
to recognize it’s shortcomings .... and 
change them... . or resign themselves to 
holding fifty shooter matches. Nuff said.
